Explosion May Cost Life of Physician's

and for the most part the cause of the 
accident can only be guessed. She was 
washing a silk portiere in some gaso- 
line which she had poured into a small 
tub, and inasmuch as one of the 
burners on a gas stove was found 
burning when the people rushed in, it 
is apparent that the fumes of the gaso- 
line were exploded by this fire on the 
gas stove. That Mrs. McLain was not 
burned even worse is owing to the fact 
that she was using only a small quan- 
tity of gasoline and it was confined in 
the bottom of the tub, but her arms 
and hands being wet with the fluid 
they immediately took fire.

“commerce” or not, there can be no 
successful denial. A money considera- 
tion paid in one State is transmitted 
to another State in payment for 
a valuable consideration—a policy of 
life insurance. In what material sense 
does this transaction differ from the 
ordinary transactions of commerce 
passing from one State to another? 
The distinction which the House Ju- 
diciary Committee seeks to set up in 
this matter seems very much like 
hair-splitting. There is perhaps a dif- 
ference between tweediedum and 
tweediedee, but it is not conspicuously 
apparent to the mind of the average 
layman. 

The essence of interstate commerce 
is the interchange of articles of value, 
which may be cabbages and onions, 
wines and liquors, or papers having a 
recognized value. In the case of in- 
surance papers, the value is as real— 
because ft is recognized and accepted— 
as the value in potatoes or other com- 
modity. Why, then, is not the ex- 
change of money for insurance pol- 


icles, or vice versa, essentially and

inherently interstate commerce with- 
in the meaning of the Constitution? 

Perhaps there are some intricate 
points of law involved in this ques- 
tion, which seems so plain and simple. 
The occult meanings and distinctions 
which learned lawyers. can evolve 
from the law are so many and so di- 
verse ag to be beyond human compre- 
hension. But in any case, so intricate 
a question—if it be intricate—is for 
the courts to decide. The ordinary 
citizen, and even the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives, can hardly be regarded as com- 
petent to decide so weighty a question, 
which is so far-reaching in its 
importance. 

If it be true that Congress has no 
power to regulate insurance business 
conducted between the several States, 
then it follows that the life insurance 
companies which do an interstate 
‘business are in effect “subjects without 
a sovereign,” as has been sald of the 
railroad companies. The several 
State governments have no power to 
regulate the insurance busitless, nor 
any other business, outside of their 
geographical boundaries. If Congress 
cannot regulate the business of inter- 
state insurance, it follows that there 
is no power in the government to 
regulate this business, and the insur- 
ance companies, in interstate 
relations, dre subject to no law but 
that of their own will. This would 


would elevate the insurance companies 
to the position of co-participants in 
the national government—and this is 
a reductio ad absurdum. 

The President's recommendation 


to regulate interstate Insurance met 
the instant approval of a vast majority 
of the people. The necessity for such 
legislation need not be emphasized in 


government to say that Congress 

no power of regulation in this 
under the Constitution, which im- 
poses upon Congress the duty to pro- 
vide for the general welfare. If our 
government is so weak in its legisila- 
tive branch that it cannot fulfill this 
function, it is time to remedy the de- 
fect without delay. 
Obviously, the best way would be for 
Congress to enact a law regulative of 
interstate insurance, whether the 
Judiciary Committee of the House ap- 
proves such a measure or not. It Is 
for the higher courta—and ultimately 
for the supreme Court—to decide upon 
the constitationality of such a law. If 
unconstitutional, the scope of the con- 
stitution should be extended. It is 
repugnant to all ideals of popular gov- 
ernment to hold that any kind of busi-
